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Special Event: 
200 Anniversary 
Zebulon Pike’s Expedition 


Two hundred years ago, on July 15, 1806, 
Zebulon Montgomery Pike left from St. Louis to 
explore part of the newly acquired Louisiana 
Purchase. Pike’s trek took place at about the same 
time as the famous Lewis and Clark trip, but Pike 
published his journal four years before the official 
government-sponsored team published theirs. On 
November 15, 1806, Pike sighted the “grand” 
mountain that would later bear his name. 


On July 15, 2006, the Colorado Springs Pioneers 
Museum will commemorate the event in Antlers 
Park, the site where a 1906 time capsule is buried. 
Join the Museum, the Colorado Springs Chorale, 
the Colorado Springs Conservatory, and the Pikes 
Peak Radio Amateur Association to commemorate 
Pike's sojourn. 


The event in the park includes: 

= 1806 period music performed by the 
Colorado Springs Chorale 

= The opening of a time capsule that was 
buried at Colorado Springs’ 100th 
anniversary Pike event 

= A performance of a modern opera written 
especially for the event 

= An amateur radio special event taking place 
from the park 

= An opportunity to contribute to a time 
capsule that will be opened in 100 years

receive a special QSL card. The card, stamped on 
the back of an official US Postal Service Zebulon 
Pike commemorative postcard, is a limited edition.
